island, One of the most responsible 
journals in Bt. Louis. has already com- 
_moneed to criticise in a. somowhat dispa- 
raging ‘tone tho policy inaugurated by our 
ex-Governor in hia new aphere., Tho 
Merchants aiul Planters’ Gazette, of the 28th 
Fobruary, thus rofers to one of Sir John 
Pope Hennessy’s ‘ Manritius for the 
Mauritians’ speoches :—- 
If Hin. Excellency hos boon corrcetly re- 
“ported, his utterances regarding the wark-. 
ing of tha law—ordinance 10 cf 168L— 
framed for the moro adequate protection of 
our. wooda and. forests, are calculated to 
create false impressions, both in England 
and India, as woll as clsewhere. . . 
- His Excelloney noxt alluded to the gen- 
‘eral practice. of filling the posts of 
leads of departments: with Englishmen, 
and excluding thorefrom Mattritians, on 
the. plea that Englishmen are more 
trustworthy. ‘That such a sentimont shoul 
have been expressed and even acted up to 
our Governor can undorstand; but. he 
doplores the fact of its having been recorded, 
Bat what is meant by the term English- 
‘mon? Does it moan Englishmen pure and 
simplo? or doca it not moan mon of many 
nationalities forming that Inrgo category 
British Subjects? Wo raise the point, 
because wo heard a gentleman jtsisting the 
other day that there havo been few. Eng- 
lishinon, appointed to important posts in 
Manritias, and that the ‘hurd bargains, 
aso rule, were not English. “There is 
another bearing of the question to which 
wo might rofer. It will we think be con- 
coded that the number of appointments 
to positions undor government, filled by 
natives of Mauritius, is far greater in pro 
portion then those opon tw the sons of 
+ ‘the soil in the noighbouring French colony 
of Reunion, We might go much further, 
We might declare that the liberality of the 
‘British government in thiy respect, as‘ re~ 
gatds Mauritius, is far greator then obtains 
generally in Crown Colonies, nud that the 
gonoral policy of our imperint governwent 
Tipon thia’ yoxed quostion will coupare 
favorably with that puraned by thu Freuch, 
the Spanish or the Duteh, ‘This, after all, 
is one of the many questions in regard to 
which much ‘might be unged from two op 
posite points of view, We are glad ty note 
that Sir John Pope Hennvssy paid a well- 
morited compliment to the liberal policy of 
our imperial govornment in appointing a 
Mauritiun to the post of Chief Justice of 
our Supreme Court. ia?

Devonshire, on the driest and hot- 
tess day, or even after weeks of dry 
weather, and you shall find the roof wet 
with the witers which have bzen*slowly 
making their wuy frou the surface, whers 
they fell iv the form of rain menths before. 
Throughout the whole crust of the earth, 
“exegptin a few spots whure rain never falls 
the same process is going on all the time. 
Only a portion of the water, which thns 
falls un the carth, over returng to the sur- 
face in the form of springs. Artesinn wells 
show how slowly some of tho strmta of the 
earth permit water which has thus reavhed 
thei to pass through’; bit they show also 
how large av portion of the earth's waters 
are.alveady beneath the surface, . Olt 
muy well Le that the amount actually 
withdrawn from the sea surface tn this way, 
and not restored. dues not produce a change 
of level of more than a foot in a thousand 
years. Still even that would involveavery 
unportant alteration in the aspect of tho 
earth in such poriuds of time ea belong to a 
plinet’s history. A millions years would 
reduce the sea-level by a thonsand feet, and 
in a-peiod of time, which cannot be 
reckoned Jong when compared with the vast 
periods of which the heavens and the garth 
speak to us, every trace of water would 
have disappeared from tho surface of the 
earth.

Cemetery that the public might adopt that 
mode of sepullare if they so wished it, 


NEWSPAPER PRINTING. 
(Phsenological Journ, New York). 

“At the time of tho Franco-Prussian war, 

the sale of -newapapers in London was 

lichited only by the ability of the presa‘to 

When the circulalion of the 

New York IFeek!y fridune was aver 200,000, 

it required two days to-prit an edition on 

onc of Hoo’s fast. temcytinder proses. 

This may do for weekly notrepapers, as thoy 

sve not av niuch relied upon foy.news but 

fora daily it would notanswer at *Thero 

i now maitabte commodity in its nature 
so perishable as newa. What is news in tho 
tuorning at breikfast time is, in tho aftor- 
hoon, Ne news, and has then no comniercial 
valuo as aitch. The problem then. wis to 
print tha whole of one of these iumicney 
editions between the tite of going topress 
in tho myall hours of the morning and an 
ontly sunrise. This could be done only by 
setting several presses running at tho aame 
time. But to set up the paper half-a-dozen 
times, consider how many compnsitora 
weuld be required,. how much rvom they 
would occupy, and how much all this would 
cost, But: the problem hay at leagth been 
solved by the introduction into newspaper 
priuting of the atoreotype. Book stereotyp- 
ing has ulready beon desetiled, Tn atercoty- 
ping fornéwspapers the provysa ig not greatly 
different frou: that, except in the material of 
which the matrix is made, which in this case 
in papier meche, sinsply paper. The advant- 
ages which this possesses vver plaster or 
clay aro, tho readiness with which it can bu 
Vinnde ta dry and harden, and the facility: 
Pwith whiel-it can be made to assume they 
semiciveular form rejuired for a cylindrical 
press. The paper matrix.is made by laying 
a sheet of moderately thick unsized ‘paper, 
something like blotiing-paper—the sinouth 
surface of which has been treated: with 
powdered French chalk—upan tho’ forms 
previously oiled, udding thereto successive 
layers of tissue paper, dampening the wholu 
arid covering it with a wet cloth, The 
paper is then beaten into the interstices of 
the typo with brushes. The wet cloth is

open fur the entrance of the inciten metal, 
tilted to an upright position, and the metal 
poured in. ‘Nhe stereotype plate thus cast, 
about one-half inch in thickness, is partially 
coolud by throwing upon. the casting box a 
fow Jlipporfuls of cold water; the box is 
shen opened und tho piste removed to a!
